REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-14, 17-19, 22-23, and 27-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses all of the limitations of independent claims 1 , 22, and 28, except for ". . .the 
faster a performing speed of the game at the game cease point, the greater an interval of 
reproduction from the game cease point of the historical state of the performance of the game." 
This is deemed to be an improvement over the prior art as solving the problem of continuity of 
the game once cut off when the game is ended or paused, if the game is suddenly resumed from 
the halfway point, the player can not fully cope with the flow speed of the game and loses the 
flow of the driving operation, and fails to manage the driving operation well. The interest of the 
game might be lost in a game device, such as a vehicle driving game or fighting game, which 
gives fast movements to a character, such as a vehicle or a person, in the game. The present 
invention enables a player to see a greater playback interval of the game (as a function of the 
speed of the game at the cease point) at the cease point so that the player can adapt to the fast 
pace of the game making it more possible to resume the game without making a mistake.
